At one stage, the m ere as.sertion of intent was suf­ 
ficient to m ake an organization or a Foundation tax 
exempt. Ttkiay the Treasury is more strict, requiring 
evidence that the association exists for a good puit>ose 
and not to give jobs to its organizers and trustees who 
evade the tax by taking the profits as salaries and ex­ 
penses, Furtherm ore, it is essential that the evidenc-e 
be clear that the organization, whatever its staled 
purpose, has not been established as an income tax 
evasion gimmick, as Ls so often the case. When a 
Foundation comes into existence which gives evidence 
that thOtoC in control of it. or a number of them, draw 
off the funds as salaries for themselves, the Treasury 
IS entitled to investigate the bona fides of the operation.

The Long-Lasting Effects Of The Steel Strike

something wrong with the busi­ 
ness situation. A certain slowness 
has developed. Explanations are 
numerous. But perhaps the most 
significant is the discovery that 
the .steel strike was far m ore 
dam aging to the .American econ­ 
omy than was realized either by 
the unious or the companies in­ 
volved.

A tax-exempt organization ought to be defined as 
a charitable or educational body which earns no profit 
and none of whose officers and directors (except an 
executive or adm inistrator* draws a salary or has an 
expense account. When, for instance, a Foundation 
consists of a few front nam es but all ito other officers 
draw salaries, have expense accounts, or in any other 
way enjoy a monetary profit because of its existence, 
then it requires investigation. .Also if money is raised 
for one purpose and expended for another, the Founda- 
non IS a fraud. This obviously is happening to a large 
number of Foundations, the purposes of which are 
perverted by the hired staff. The front-runner trustees 
are usually "great nam es” busy on a hundred fronts 
and attending to few.

single traffic circle and the rush 
of vehicles must find their way 
onto and off the circular drives. 
This causes confusion, wrinkled 
fenders,

plight of some pedestrians Some 
of the circles have a profusion 
of the usual kind of traffic lights 
supplemented with "w alk" and 
"don’t walk” neon signs.

^Nuclear Studies 
Are Reappraised 


If the Atomic Energy Commission finds 
1 nurses offered by colleges in nuclear engineer­ 
ing confusing—and it does— it might be asked if 
the colleges know what they are offering. Cur­ 
t l y in the curricula of the nation s schools of 
nigher education are more than 20 graduate 
courses in nuclear engineering and more than 
180 undergraduate courses. 
Almost all differ 
fro m the others. 


Officials at the AEC who are responsible for 
c o n tro llin g scientific grants made by the nuclear 
co m m issio n have found it impossible to judge 
the relative merits of such a diversified educa­ 
tion spree. They have set up a panel of nuclear 
e x p e rts to evaluate education on the subject and 
try to set some guide posts for colleges to follow. 
I hirty nuclear engineering experts picked 
by the American Society for Engineering Educa­ 
tion and the American Nuclear Society will com­ 
pose the panel headed by Dr. Glenn Murphy, 
Iow a State University professor. 
The group 
hopes lo add a sense of direction to a major field 
of higher education which presently seems badly 
splintered. 
Nuclear engineering is one of the newest 
specialties of scientific education, and one which 
promises to be a major factor in the world now 
unfolding. It is not surprising that the newness 
of the subject, the tight secrecy surrounding 
m an y phases of it until recently and the scarcity 
of experts qualified to teach it have compounded 
the 
difficulties 
of 
getting 
a 
well 
directed 
program off the ground 
The AEC is interested in setting up stand­ 
ards to prevent the present “wide variation in 
the level and content of programs in nuclear 
engineering'’ which it now has to contend with. 
Colleges which offer nuclear courses but have 
admitted difficulty in differentiating between 
nuclear, 
mechanical, 
chemical 
and 
electrical 
engineering will also find a guide book handy 
to have around.

At one stage, the m ere assertion of intent w as suf­ 
ficient to m ake an organization or a Foundation tax 
exem pt. Today the T reasury is m ore strict, requiring 
evidence that the association exists for a good purpose 
and not to give jobs to its organizers and trustees who 
evade the tax by taking the profits as salaries and ex ­ 
penses. Furtherm ore, it is essential that the evidence 
be clear that the organization, w hatever its stated 
purpose, has not been established as an income tax 
evasion gim m ick, as is so often the case. When a 
Foundation com es into existence which gives evidence 
that tho** in control of it. or a num ber of them , draw' 
off the funds as salaries for them selves, the T reasury 
us entitled to investigate the bona fides of She operation. 


On the other hand, the Treasury sometime* 
makes distinctions which are political in nature 
and therefore unfair. For instance, It seems to he 
that sharp political distinction is made when the 
Committee of One Million (Against the Admission 
of C ommunist China to the toited Nations) is re­ 
fused tax exemption whereas such exemption is 
granted to the Institute of Pacific Relations. 


The Com m ittee of One Million exists to publish ed ­ 
ucational m aterial in opposition to the adm ission of 
Red China into the United Nations. Its officers include 
a num ber of dustinguished persons. 
On the other hand, in 1955, the C om m issioner of 
Internal Revenue revoked che tax-exem pt privilege 
of the Institute of Pacific Relations, after hearings 
before the Senate Internal Security Subcommittee, tor 
Communist 
involvement.

I P R ’s tax-exempt privilege was restored This was 
done perhars in the Spirit of Camp David 
Will the 
privilege be revoked now that Cam p David has laid 
its ghost? 
In a word. there .seems to he no fixed policy except 
that the T reasury goes easy on Left Wing organizations 
and is tough on Right Wing organizations or vice v ersa 
which is equally unjust, lf thus view is correct, it 
m eans that the T reasury us using 
the tax-exem pt 
privilege as a political weapon to strengthen organiza­ 
tions which a current adm inistration favors or to 
weaken and even elim inate organizations which a re 
not favored 
A tax-exem pt organization ought to be defined as 
a ch an tab le or educational body which earns no profit 
and none of whose officers and directors 'except an 
executive or ad m in istrato r' draw s a salary or has an 
e x p e n d account 
When, for instance, a Foundation 
consists of a few front nam es but all its other officers 
draw salaries, have expense accounts, or in any other 
way enjoy a m onetary profit because of its existence, 
then it requires investigation. Also if money is raised 
for one purpose and expended for another, the Founda­ 
tion is a fraud This obviously is happening to a larg e 
number of Foundations, the purposes of which a re 
perverted by the hired staff The front-runner trustees 
are usually “ great n am es” busy on a hundred fronts 
and attending to few. 


Heretofore every effort by Congress to investi­ 
gate foundations and tax exemptions has failed 
largely 
because 
the 
very 
neb 
and 
influential 
foundations have succeeded in bringing pressure 
0 
against 
investigation. 
Furthermore, 
many 
busi­ 
nesses would fall apart if the Foundations which 
hold their stock were subjected to loo much scrut­ 
iny. The income tax and the inheritance tax do 
mischief to family businesses and to smaller en­ 
terprises. The onlv Wray to keep such businesses 
intact is to leave their stock to a non profit making 
f oundation, which uses the money for good causes 
if it can find any. The heirs of the founder are 
usually kept on. working (or a substantial salary, 
on which, of course, they pay income taxes. 


The income and inheritance taxes of this country 
tend toward monopoly. The only way honestly to m eet 
the current tax requirem ents and to keep som e m oney 
is to sell out and m ake a capital gam s Sociologically, 
this is very bad because it tends to strengthen m on­ 
opolistic practices The D epartm ent of Justice attem pts 
to balk this process by anti-trust procedures but it has 
not been successful. One significant result has been 
the m anagerial seizure of authority.

“ We realized.” said one steel 
executive, “ that the strike was 
going to have an impact on in­ 
creasing costs, hut we hoped that

costs. Up to date, this has not 
materialized and it doesn't look 
to me as though it is going to 
m aterialize.”

Because we had increased 
our capacity, we got out m ore 
steel quicker than ever before in

of capacity to produce, so they 
stopped buying right away.
